Council Balks at 


Budget.

The Granite City Council ap- 
proved Tuesday night a series 
of $50 per-month salary in- 
creases for virtually all of the 
city’s fulltime employes—and 
more than $50 for a few—fol- 
lowing lengthy debate which 
blocked final passage of the 
new budget. 

A majority of the council 
members finally agreed to go, 
along with passage of an’ ordi- 
nance setting up the salary 
raises, but said they.wanted to 
see the overall “package of 
benefits” negotiated for city 
workers before they would give 
final approval to the new 
budget. ; 

Aldernian, Thomas Boker, 
chairman of the council's. fi- 
nance committee, voluntarily 
withdrew, his motion to place 
the budget on final passage af- 
ter the argument developed 
over ‘what “fringe | benefits” 
have been offered employes — 
particularly those who are 
members of union locals—dur- 
ing negotiations by a committee 
of which Boker also is the 
chairman. 

A new budget of. $3,812,843 
for the 1971-72 fiscal year was 
submitted to the council during 
its June 28 meeting by Boker 
and his committee. That budget 
is an all-time record high, in- 
creased $614,824. over last 
year’s appropriation: and up 
$233,590 over a budget proposed 
earlier in the year by Mayor 
Donald Partney. 

Another look at the budget 
figure, and the city’s financial 
condition, was prompted after 
ordinances were introduced — 
obviously. with approval of the 
finance committee — to correct 
“differentials” in the salaries 
of several city employes who, it 
was contended, were underpaid 
before the $50 wage increase 
swas agreed upon.. 

One of these issues was the

salary of George Tellor, assist- 
ant chief of police, who had 
been making $905 per month, 
or only $5 more than the salary 
of the chief of detectives. An 
ordinance designed to spread 
this differential to $930 per 
month for Tellor (before the 
$50 raise was applied) was pre- 
sented. It attracted the atten- 
tion of Alderman Clyde -Boyd 
who said that if Tellor’s salary 
was: increased to eliminate a 
differentia!, he believed that the 
alary of the assistant fire chief 
should be raised proportionate- 
ly. Boyd moved for an.amend- 
ment to that effect and after 
lengthy discussion, the amend- 
ment passed by a 10 to 3 vote, 
with 13 council members pres- 
ent.

But Judge Bernreuter, in view 
of the 789 citizens who had been 
disfranchised through no fault 
of their own, abrogated the 
election, His decision was ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme 
Court.

Riches of Golf Tour 
Attracting Young Pros

The golden professional golf 
tour has attracted so many 
young players in the last three 
or four years that-managing it 
is tougher than keeping things 
jumping in a three-ring circus. 

This is the consensus among 
the top pros who will talk about 
it. Some insist it isn't their 
problem but that of the 
Professional Golfers Associa 
tion of America which sponsors 
most of the big events. 

But outspoken money win- 
ners like Bob Murphy and Ken 
Still seem eager to explain the 
problems created by the horde 
of gold which grows larger 
each year and draws new com- 
petitors to the tour. 

In interviews ‘during the 
MONY Tournament of Cham- 
pions at La Costa, Calif., each 
of these tournament winners 
agreed that the splitting of pro 
golfers into two leagues—simi. 
Jar to those in pro baseball and 
basketball—would .be no solu- 
tion at all 

They have different - ideas, 
however, about how the sate- 
llite tournament system — is 
working for the little-known 
pros who seldom qualify for the 
big money competition 

‘As for the two-league. golf 

Still says it has been ‘dis- 
cugsed ‘among the pros as 
locker room talk but isn't being 
taken seriously. And PGA offi- 
sials aren’t buying it so far as 
a way to ease the over. 
crowded pro tour ranks. 

Murphy is eevn less enthusi- 
astic about the proposal. 

“Pro tour golfers in a way 
are independent businessmen 
who work seven days a week, 
even though they have no 
glassed-in office or a swivel 
chair,” says the portly, 215- 
pounder who took home $120,639 
in prize money last year. \. 

“Splitting us into two leagues 
wouldn’t work. It would be 
cumbersome and would only 
confuse the sponsors who 
finance the tournaments: 

“Each of us is _ playing 
strictly for ourselves. There is 
fine sportsmanship most of the 
time, yes, but nobogy has found 
a way to form pr@ golf teams 
and ‘still allow he superior 
golfers to continuégarning the 
money they take ifSme today.” 

Still says the satellite tour- 
naments, conducted for players 
who fail to qualify for the big 
ones, “‘seem to be working out 
all right.” ; 

But Murphy disagrees. He 
points out sponsors refuse to 
put .up fat purses for golfers 
who can’t score well enough to 
compete in the regular tour 
tourneys, on grounds they don’t 
attract enough public attention 
as a sort of ‘second - string 
sideshow to the main event. 

Moreover, there is no week- 
end television time available 
for the satellite tournaments. 
Even if there were, the big ad- 
vertisers would hesitate to pay 
the high rates for prime week- 
end time, Murphy points out. 

Consequently, while each year 
a few more satellite tourneys 
show up on the schedule, there 
still aren’t ne&rly enough to 
keep the second-string pros 
busy week after week. 

Murphy says the problem lies 
in the pro tour’s population 
explosion. ke 


“There are about 350 pros on 
the tour today,” he explains. 
“Yet many of them simply 
don’t have the ability to ever 
win the big ones. A few come to 
realize this and drop out, but 
others go on year after year 
without winning big. 

“So there are just too many 
tour pros.” 

The top; 20 money winners 
year after year grab’ a top- 
heavy slice of the purses, 
Murphy points out. Last. year, 
for example, 16 pros won more 
than $100,000 each and the next 
four each took home more than 
$85,000. 

(Murphy, did not point out, 
however, hat with nearly $7 
million in purse money last 
year, the 50th man on the list, 
George Knudson, earned $45,571 
and the 100th pro, Cesar San- 
udo, pocketed a respectable 
$19,071.) 

The other 250 pros, however, 
likely wound up with little in 
the bank,| unless they had 
personal sponsors who picked 
up the tab/for travel and living 
expenses on the road. 

The cost! of travel some nine 
months of each year is rising 
about as steadily as pro tour 
purse money, especially if the 
players take their families 
along part of the time. 

To combat this, a growing 
number of pros are traveling 
by car or in campers and auto 
trailers when the distances 
between tournaments is not too 
great — éspecially those who 
iren’t winrling consistently

Ratio at All-Time High 


A record high traffic fatality, 
ratio due to accidénts in the 
Quad-City area, or involving lo- 
cal residents killed in mishaps 
in other localities, was estab- 
lished for the first half of this 
year, a compilation of statistics 
by the Press-Record showed to- 
day. 

An additional traffic fatality 
record was set for the month 
of June when: ten persons were 
killed or injured fatally. Ten 
traffic’ deaths. during June rep- 
resented an increase of seven 
over the three persons killed in 
mishaps during May, and an 
increase of nine over the num- 
ber of traffic fatalities during 
June a year ago. 

The June traffic deaths 
brought to 29 the total number 
of such fatalities during the 
fitst six months of 1971, com- 
pared to 13 during the first half 
of 1970, and a total of nine dur- 
ing the first half of 1969. 

Exceeds Full-Year Total 

The six-month total exceeds 
by seven the total of 22 traffic 
fatal occurring during the 
entire 12-month period of 1970. 
If the same ratio were to con- 
tinue, the Quad-City area could 
expect an all-time record of 
approximately 58 deaths due to 
traffic mishaps by the end of 
this year. 

Nearest approach in any one 
month to the June fatality rec- 
ord of ten deaths was nine oc- 
curring in July 1970, records 
show. Nine persons also died 
in traffic agcidents in June 
1968, while eight fatalities oc- 
curred in the month of October, 
1969, 

In addition to exceeding the 
full 12-month fatality total of 22 
victims during 1970, the 29 traf-

The previous record of traf- 
fic deaths during a one-year 
period was set in 1954 when 44 
persons were killed. During 
that year, however, 16 fatalities 
were reported during ‘the first 
six months, or 13 less than re- 
ported for the first six months 
of this year. 

168 June Accidents 

Traffic accident statistics show 
a total of 168 accidents oc- 
curred in the Quad-City area 
during June, bringing the total 
for the first half of the year to 
1010. A total of-101 persons was 
injured during. June, bringing 
to 480 the total number of per- 
sons hurt in mishaps during the 
six-month period. 

The 101 injury cases reported 
during June was the highest for 
any one month so far this year, 
but the six-months total of 480 
injuries is 161. less than 641 in- 
juries reported for the same 
period of 1970. The total of 1010 
accidents far the six-months of 
this year is a reduction of 285 
below the total for the first half 
of 1970.

Hope to Revive 
Bill for Scenic 
Rivers in State

tion Department offi 
meet with representatives 
or more conservation organiza- 
tions in Chicago Friday, seek- 
ing to reactivate support for the 
proposed Scenic Rivers Bill 
which foundered in the Senate 
during the spring legislative 
session. 

“We were.completely shocked 
and caught off guard” by the 
bill’s failure to clear the Senate, 
Theodore J. Kavadas, adminis- 
trative assistant to conservation 
director Henry Barkhausen, re. 
lates. 

Apparently, Kavadas said, 
there was widespread misunder- 
standing of what the bill would 
have done, with many property 
owners fearing they could no 
longer use their own property 
as they had in the past, while 
others felt passage of the bill 
would mean their property 
would be open to the public. 

No Interference 

In fact, Kavadas said, the bill 
would not interfere with existing 
property uses, and public access 
would not be given to any prop- 
erty unless the department of 
conservation actually purchased 
it outright from the owners. 

“Our job now is going to be 
to better inform the public and 
the 10-man special subcommit- 
tee which has been appointed to 
study the bill,” Kavadas said. 

“We have been swamped with 
letters and calls from individ- 
uals and organizations express- 
ing their regrets at the failure 
of the bill to be enacted,” he 
said, ‘so our job now is going 
to be to correct the misunder- 
standings before the legislature 
reconvenes.”” 

Resistance to the bill was ex- 
pected in the House, which in- 
stead gave the measure resound- 
ing support. No problems had 
been anticipated in the Senate, 
where the bill finally bogged 
down. 

Natural, Recreational 

Initially, the scenic rivers bill 
would include all or part of the 
Fox, Kishwaukee, Vermilion, 
Kankakee, Big Muddy, Apple, 
Mackinaw, Rock and Kaskaskia 
Rivers, and Big Indian, Lusk 
and Shoal Creeks. Rivers would 
be classified as natural, scenic 
or recreational, depending on 
their particular values . and 
characteristics. 

The Department of Conserva- 
tion would administer the act, 
setting up plans for river pres- 
ervation zones and conducting 
one or more hearings in each 
county where a zone would be 
established, assuring local resi- 
dents a voice in  decision- 
making. 

Eight additional rivers were 
tentatively suggested for future 
addition to the system under 
the bill as originally proposed. 
These, which would be studied 
for suitability, include the 
Cache, Little Wabash, Spoon, 
LaMoine, Embarras, Salt Fork- 
Vermilion and  Pacatonica 
Rivers, and Bureau Creek.

Before Boker could present 
the budget figures, Alderman 
Sam Whitmer said, “I want to 
know where we stand on 
fringes (sick leave, insurance, 
and other items) 
since these all mean money.” 
Whitmer. asked what negotia- 
tions had been made concern- 
ing longevity standards. 

Alderman Walter Nonn_ re- 
marked that “This $50 is only a 
part of the bill. It is not nearly 
all of the cost.” 

Whitmer asked that _ the 
“whole package” be brought in 


so that the council would have 
an idea of the overall cost. 


Boker, who also is chairman 
of the Special Negotiating Com- 
mittee, said he hoped to wind 
up| figures on the fringe bene- 
fits this week and would send 
& copy to ali of the. aldermen 
before the next meeting, which 
will be held July 19. 

Nonn Opposes, Bill 

On a roil cali motion to ap- 
prove the ordinance for the $50 
per month salary increase, 
Nann voted against the propos- 
al, both on a motion to suspend 
the rules for final passage, and 
again on final passage.

Levee Board President 
Arrested During Meeting 


Morris Campbell, a Demo- 
cratic leader in the waning 
machine organization of form- 
er Mayor Alvin G. Fields of 
East Si. Louis and president of 
the “old” st Side Levee and 
Sanitary District board of trus- 
lees, Was arrested yesterday 
morning during a regular levee 
board meeting. 


The move came just a few 
minutes after the levee board 
had convened in regular session 
as the result of a circuit court 
ruling the previous afternoon in 
which Circuit Judge Howard 
Lee White granted an injunction 
at Belleville preventing the 
newly-elected board of trustees 
from taking office. 

Campbell had just called the 
meeting to order when two dep- 
uties of the St. Claif County 
Sheriff's Department walked 
to the meeting raom. Sgt 
Charles Greer wlaked to the 
head of the table and handed 
Campbell a sheaf of papers. 

“You are under arrest,’’ 
Greer said. He leaned over 
Campbell, who was seated, and 
spread out the papers. in front 
of the levee board president. 
Greer explained Campbell was 
charged on three counts of 
theft. Campbell looked at the 
papers and rose. 

The levee board president, a 
long-time controversial figure 
in East St. Louis machine pol- 
itics, followed Greer out of the 
meeting room. He moved from 
recom to room in the levee dis- 
trict offices as members of the 
news media sought to talk with 
him, then left the building with 
the deputies. 

The other 
board,

and William “Mike Ebersoldt 

nice, apparently were 
surprised by the. acticn They 
approved routine bills, then ad- 
journed the meeting until Mon- 
day. 

Campbell's arrest was anoth- 
er event in’ a rapidly-moving 
sequence of developments grow- 
ing out of efforts to unseat the 
present levee board members 
as a result of their conviction 
last fall on charges of miscon- 
duct in office. Those charges 
involved the award of! certain 
contracts without bidding and 
without performance bonds, as 
well as payment of attorney 
fees in excess of the amounts 
permitted by statute. 

Because of the convictions, 
Illinois Governor Richard B. 
Ogilvie maintained the present 
four members of the levee 
board automatically were re- 
moved from office. He ordered 
a special election resulting in 
the naming of a new five-man 
board June 22. 

That board met in the levee 
district offices last week, or- 
ganized by electing a president 
then planned to meet Wesdnes- 
day at the same time the old 
board was to meet. The old 
board has four members be- 
cause of the death in 1969 of 
Joseph Grant of Granite City, 
the other Madison county rep- 
resentative on the beard. 

Last week John J. Hoban, a 
levee district attorney repre- 
senting the members: of .the 
board, filed injuction proceed- 
ings to prevent members of the 
hnewly-elected board from tak- 
ing office. That plea was grant- 
ed by Judge Whit. 

Campbell already is under in- 
dictment on a charge of per-

liams of Collinsville to procure 
petition signatures in a conges- 
sional election campaign, and 
also is charged with theft. in 
conection with payments al- 
legedly made by: the “city of 
Alorton for equipment rental to 
Campbell, but for which no 
records allegedly can be found 
at the levee district. 


The warrants served on 
Campbell were signed by Rob- 
ert Rice, St. Clair county state’s 
attorney, who said the arrest 
was made during the levee 
board meeting to “dramatize” 
the position of the levee board 
of trustees. 

Rice said the charges concern 
checks issued in the name of a 
former employe of the levee 
district, Robert Eastern, a 
Democrati 
man of East St. Louis Precinct 
One. According to Rice, East- 
ern claims he did not receive 
checks issued in his name after 
he went off the payroll. The 
checks issued in stern's 
name, approximating. nearly 
$900, bore Eastern’s name and 
were countersigned by Camp- 
bell, Rice said. Eastern claims 
he did not receive the money. 

Campbell claims he cashed 
some checks turned over to him 
by Eastern in repayment of a 
loan. 

Apparently no one attending 
the levee district meeting Wed- 
nesday morning anticipated the 
interference of the St. Clair 
county sheriff's deputies. 

The possibility of political im- 
plications was seen in the fact 
that the deputies insisted that 
Campbell accompany. them, or 
“if we have to pick you up, we 
will.” 

Meanwhile, the Belleville cir- 
cuit court Tuesday afternoon, 
upheld an injunction plea by the 
existing levee bdard members 
to prevent the newly elected 
board from taking office.

In a detailed report newly 
completed, David P. Currie, 
chairman of the Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board, has summar- 
ized the board’s efforts to pro- 
tect the environment in its first 
year of operations. It has been 
a busy year. 

The report ‘outlines the 
board’s rule-making activities 
of the past year and reviews 
the decisions rendered by the 
board in its capacity as an ad- 
ministrative court, for pollution 
cases. ! 

First priority of the board 


oxide, hydro-carbons, photo- 
chemical oxidants (smog-pro- 
ducers) and nitrogen oxides, 

In addition, a proposal to out- 
law asbestos contamination has 
been authorized for hearings 
and studies are being: prepared.

sideration. 

The standards would pro- 
tect all the waters of Ili 
nois, except certain Chicago- 
area transportation chan- 
nels, for all uses including 
recreational and drinking- 
water supply. 


The board, the report notes, 
has set strict thermal standards 
for Lake Michigan effectively 


tion pf any large heat~ source 
along the lake shore—and has 
also proposed regulations to 
require the regionalization of 
sewage works to insure maxi- 
mum environmental. protection 
without wasting money. 
Furthermore, the board has 
adopted regulations which ad- 
vance the deadlines for the pro- 
vision of secondary treatment 
facilities along the Mississippi 
and Ohio Rivers so that no ma- 
jor Illinois community will fail 
to provide this base level of 


More than half the report is 
devoted to a review of signifi- 
cant decisions rendered by the 
_board in its first year. 

More than 205 cases, it is 
noted, have been filed, includ- 
ing: variance requests and en- 
forcement actions. 

Cases have ranged from sim- 
ple tree-burning matters to 
the complexities of overloaded 
multi-plant' sanitary district 
systems; from actions against 
sole-proprietor “landfill opera- 
tions to permit cases involving 

radioactive 


wastes from major nuclear- 
powered generating facilities. 

Currie notes that the board 
has imposed a monetary’ pen- 
alty in the amount of $149,000 
in—one case and has issued 
cease and desist orders and re- 
quired the posting of substantial 
security or performance bonds 
in many others.

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: Business Role in Social Progress 
Called Enlightened Self-Interest 


An organization of national 
business leaders has just de- 
clared that business can no 
longer fulfill its responsibilities 
to society through economic 
performance alone but must 
play a broader role “as an im- 
portant instrument for social 
progres: 

In a 74-page policy statement, 
“Social Responsibilities of Busi- 
ness Corporations,” the Re- 
search and Policy Committee of 
the Committee for Economic 
Development (CED) explained 
that the corporation's “enlight- 
ened self-interest” as well as 
the long-run advantage to its 
stockholders necessitate greater 
involvement in efforts to help 
solve the nation‘s social prob- 
lems, 


The Committee called on 
members of the business 
community to formulate’ 
their goals and evaluate 
their performance on the 
basis of social as well as 
financial criteria. 

It also recommended a 
stronger government - busi- 
ness partnership, with the 
government contracting and 
providing incentives for 
business participation in 
many traditional areas of 
governmental activity. 

In a foreward to the political 
statement, Emilio G. Collado, 
executive vice -\president of 
Standard Oil Co, (New Jersey) 
and co-chairman of the CED 
Research and Policy Commit- 
tee, explained that the CED re- 
port “must be seen in the per- 
spective of the growing consen- 
sus in our society that higher 
priority than ever must be giv- 
en to the nation’s social prob- 
lems.” 

“The policy statement was 
made public by Raymond H. 
Mulford, chairman of Owens- 
Thin Inc., and chairman of 
the CED subcommittee which 
prepared the report 

The policy statement calls 
upon the corporate community 
“to open up a vista of business 
pioneering in new fields of ac- 
tivities, new social responsibili- 
ties and new cultural achieve- 
ments that will be a new fron- 
tier for business over the next 
several decades.” 

“Tt emphasizes that “respon- 
sible management must have 
the vision and exert the leader- 
ship to develop broader so- 
cial role for the ®orporation if 
business is to cdntinue to re- 
ceive public confidence ‘and sup- 
port.” 

Although the statement ap- 
plies to business enterprises 
generally, it concentrates on 
the responsibilities of the large 
publicly-owned corporations. 


Despite the economic ac- 
complishments of the Amer- 
ican business system, social 
expectations have begun to 
rise even faster than the 
nation’s economic and so- 
cial performante, the CED 
report asserts. + 

“There is now a pervasive 
feeling in the ‘country that 
the social order has some- 
how gotten out” of balance, 
and that greater affluence 
amid a detetiorating en- 
vironment and community 
life does not make much 
sense.” 
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have been changing, so has the 
corporate institution, the report 
maintains. 

The Committee points out that 
“the constituencies of large cor- 
Porations have become so siz- 
able and diversified — encom- 
passing ‘millions of employes, 
stackholders, customers and 
community neighbors in all sec- 
tions of the country and in all 
classes of society — that they 
actually constitute a microcosm 
of the entire society.” 

Thus, corporate social in- 
volvement is fully consistent 
with a company’s responsibili- 
ties to its own immediate con- 
stituents, the Committee says. 

The policy statement empha- 
sizes that it is in the corpora- 
tion’s enlightened self-interest to 
involve itself in the solution of 
social problems. . ‘There is 
broad recognition today that 
corporate self-interest is inexor- 
ably involved in the well-being 
of the society of which business 
is an integral part, and from 
which it draws the basic re- 
quirements needed for it to func- 
tion at all—capital, labor, cus- 
tomers. 

“And it has become clear that 
the essential resources and 
good will of society are not nat- 
urally forthcoming to corpora- 
tions whenever needed, but 
must be worked for and devel- 


! oped.” 


Furthermore, the Committee 
stresses, ‘experience with gov- 
ernmental and social constraints 
indicates that the corporation's 
self-interest is best served by 
a sensitivity to social concerns 
and willingness, within competi- 
tive limits, to take needed ac- 
tion ahead of a confrontation. 

“By acting on its own in- 
itiative, management pre- 
serves the flexibility needed 
to conduct the company’s 
affairs in a constructive, ef- 
ficient, adaptive manner. 

“And it avoids or minim- 
izes the risk that govern- 
mental or social sanctions, 
produced out of a crisis at- 
mosphere, may be more re- 
strictive than necessary.” 

Indeed, the corporation's self- 
interest can justify involvement 
in helping to solve virtually any 
social problem, the Committee 
says, because “people who have 
a good environment, education 
and opportunity make better 
employes, customers and neigh- 
bors for business than those who 
are poor, ignorant and op- 
pressed. 

“Tt is obviously in the interest 
of business to enlarge its mar- 
kets and to improve its work 
force by helping disadvantaged 
people “to develop and employ 
their economic potential. 

Likewise, it is in the interest 
of business to help reduce the 
mounting costs of welfare, 
crime, disease and waste of hu- 
man potential — a good part of 
which business pays for.”” 

The expanded social role of 
the corporation should also 
serve the long-run interest of 
the stockholder, the Committee 
declares. 

Because of the diversified na- 
ture of business ownership, 
stockholder interests ‘‘tend to 
ride with corporations as a 
group and with investment poli- 
cies which provide benefits to 
the. corporate sector as a 
whole,” the policy statement ex- 
plains. 

The Committee cautions, how- 
ever, that “business establish- 
ments obviously cannot solve all 
the problems of society. 

“Corporations necessarily are 
limited by various internai con- 
straints on what and how much 
they can do to improve soci- 
ety.” 

The report points out, for ex- 
ample, that “a very large cor- 
poration with extensive re- 
sources and skills is able to do 
a good deal more than a small 
company, which might have to 
stick exclusively to its tradi- 
tional business to stay alive in 
a highly competitive market.” 

Furthermore, the policy state- 
ment emphasizes, ‘no company 
of any size can willingly incur 
costs which would jeopardize 
its competitive position and 
threaten its survival. 

“Any substantial expenditures 
must be justified in terms of 
the benefits, tangible and in- 
tangible, that are expected to be 
produced. 

“Since major corporations 
have especially long planning’ 
horizons, they may be able to 
incur costs and forego profits 
in the short run for social im- 
provements that are expected 
to enhance profits or improve 
the corporate environment in 
the long run, 

“But the corporation that 


sacrifices ‘too much in the 

way of earnings in the short 

run wa soon find itself with 
no long run to wo 
about.” ny 

The Committee therefore 
focuses attention on ways in 
which the profit motive can 
be applied to social objec- 
tives. 

It believes there are many 
areas in which business can 
profit by serving society’s new 
Teéquirements—such as housing, 
education, man-power training, 
health, transportation, large- 
scale urban redevelopment and 
new cities—where public pres- 
sures for improvements are al- 
ready strong enough to create 
profitable markets. 

“To respond to such oppor- 
tunities, business must recog- 
nize that the pursuit of profit 
and the pursuit of social ob- 
jectives can usually be made 
complementary,” the report 
states. 

* The Committee suggests sev- 
eral other ways in which busi- 
ness can exercise its initiative 
in dealing with social problems: 

1. Corporations can substan- 
tially increase their contribu- 
tions to charitable and educa- 
tional institutions, which today 
total nearly $1 billion a year. 

Although this figure repre- 
sents a doubling of such contri- 
butions in less than a decade, 
it is still only 1% of total pre- 
tax corporate income, which is 
substantially less than the 5% 
maximum allowed by law. 

. Business firms can increase 
their cooperative action in 
dealing with area-wide prob- 
lems. 

‘The statement proposes great- 
er use of consortium arrange- 
ments in which corporations 
within the limitations of anti- 
trust laws participate in the 
solution of social problems 
while minimizing competitive 
cost disadvantages. 

3. Top management can en- 
courage employes, especially 
young managers, to apply their 
skills to relevant social as well 
as business matters. This should 
be “widely and explicitly rec- 
ognized a normal, rather 
than extracurricular, part of 
managerial responsibilities, and 
as an essential ingredient for 
managers aiming to equip 
themselves for broader execu- 
tive responsibility,” the Com- 
mittee recommends. 

As the corporation adapts to 
the changing requirements of 
society and moves into unchart- 
ed terrain, the statement em- 
phasizes, there is a clear need 
to develop better methods for 
determining corporate goals and 
evaluating performance. 

The corporation should for- 
mulate its goals on the basis of 
social as well as financial* cri- 
teria, the Committee declares. 
As examples, it cites goals with 
respect to pollution levels and 
minority employment 

The next step is to utilize the 
most advanced methodologies to 
measure corporate performance 
in meeting its various goals. 

The corporation should then 
inform’ its constituencies peri- 
odically about its progress to- 
wards these established goals. 
“These clear objective evalua- 
tions of actual corporate per- 
formance will be more credible 
to the public,” the Committee 
says, “than general rhetoric 
about how well the company is 
living up to its social responsi- 
bilities; they will also be much 
more meaningful than expendi- 
ture data alone.” 

The policy statement calls for 
a stronger business-government 
partnership. “The converging of 
two trends—the business thrust 
into social fields, and govern- 
ment’s increasing use of mar- 
ket incentives to induce even 
greater business - government 
partnership. “The converging of 
two trends—the business thrust 
into social fields, and govern- 
ment’s increasing use of market 
incentives to induce even great- 
er business involvement — is 
gradually bringing these two 
powerful institutions into a con- 
structive partnership for accel- 
erating social progress . . . 

“Fundamentally, it offers a 
new means for developing the 
innate capabilities of a political 
democracy and a private enter- 
prise economy into a new poli- 
tico-economic system capable 
of managing social and techno- 
logical change in the interest of 
a better social order.” 

Government will need to re- 
examine the comparative ad- 
vantages of public and private- 
sector capabilities for carrying 
out social programs as efficient- 
ly as possible, the report points 
out.

It will have to develop an ad- 
equate pattern of incentives to 
attract business into these so- 
cial markets, which otherwise 
might be too risky, and also, in 
some instances, will have ta im- 
pose penalties on any harmful 
activities. 

The Committee recom- 
mends particularly the use 
of contractual or direct sub- 
sidies that -are reflected in 
the expenditure side of the 
federal budget and are sub- 
ject to legislative and public 
scrutiny and review. 

While corporations _ be- 
come competitively involved 
in social programs — “pri- 
vatizing the public sector” 
—government will act as an 
initiator and regulator of 
such programs along free 
enterprise lines. This “crea- 
tion of competitive markets 
will minimize the risk of a 
social - industrial complex 
developing along lines of the 
so-called military-industrial 
complex,” the report ob- 
serves. 

The Committee also focuses 
attention on a wide variety of 
governmental controls, reguia- 
tions and disincentives said to 
be needed to insure that all 
businesses, not only the finan- 
cially strong and more socially 
responsible ones, act in accord- 
ance with the public interest. 

“While business should devel- 
op its capacities for self-regu- 
lation and self-policing to. the 
fullest extent possible, there 
are bound to be areas beyond 
the effective reach of these 
self-imposed constraints which 
can only be effectively regulat- 
ed by government.” 

The Committee notes that 
governmental regulation has 
“proved to be essential in| pol- 
lution abatement where compe- 
tive pressures militated against 
an adequate response from all 
industry. 


“The business world has in 
some cases responded to: en- 
vironmental needs under a gov- 
ernment system of general reg- 
ulations that apply to all com- 
petitors, cover all sources of 
pollution including municipali- 
ties and agriculture, and distrib- 
ute the cost burden equitably.” 

In discussing the limitations 
to what business can contribute 
to social progress, the policy 
statement emphasizes that “‘the 
kind of social society we want 
can be achieved only with the 
full participation of government 
and through major contribu- 
tions from all our institutions— 
in education, medicine, religion, 
labor, the arts, philanthropy 
and many other fields.” 

The Committee for Economic 
Development is a nonprofit, 
nonpolitical research and jedu- 
cational organization. 

It is composed of 200 business 
leaders and university presi- 
dents who study major national 
and international economic and 
social problems with the pur- 
pose of recommending policies 
to promote stable economic 
growth with rising standards 
and increasing opportunities ‘for 
all.

"No Return’ 


Kind Acts by Students

Now /the nation’s col- 
leges and“ universities have 
reached vacation time, it might 
be well to point out that some 
students still are thinking about 
other people instead of a pro- 
test march or campus demon- 

stration. 

For example, the townspeople 
of Milville, Utah, not far from 
Utah State University at Logan, 
weren't enthusiastic about the 
average college student. 

Even Mayor John Clark had 
his misgivings when 50 Utah 
State students came over to 
help the little community clean 
up and fix up. 

“It’s really refreshing to have 
some people interested in help- 
ing and not asking anything in 
return,” the mayor said after- 
ward. “It seems these kids do 
care about other people.’’ 

“They were amazed that stu- 
dents would come and help all 
day and then leave and ask 
nothing in return,” recalls Ray 
Collard, one of the student yol- 
unteers. 

The stduents picked up trash, 
dug ditches and weeded gar- 
dens, all in,a cold rain. They 
joined the 450 residents of Mil- 
ville to paint and repair build- 
ings, installed a drinking foun- 
tain at a baseball field and 
erected bleachers. 

Many of the Milville residents 
are elderly and couldn’t do the 
repair and clean-up work them- 
selves, 

Here’s an idea that might 
catch on with American young- 
sters: 

In Saskatou, Sask., Canada, 
Bryan and Judy Smith decided 
there weren’t enough bicycles 
around for all the kids and 
adults who wanted to pedal in- 
stead of walk. 

So they organized a project 
and asked people to donate 
bikes they weren't using. The 
response was gratifying. 

Now the community has a 
program to provide bicycles for 


\the young and old, and they 


n't have to return the bikes 

when they've finished their 
ride. They are asked merely to 
legve them in a public place 
when they dismount, so some- 
ghe else can pedal off. 
“ The bicycles are painted in 
bright colors and bear a sign 
indicating they belong to the 
entire community for use by 
anyone, The only ground rule is 
not to ride too long or take the 
bike home. 

“We're not antiautomobile,” 
explains Judy. “It's just that 
we want to provide the fun that 
people can have on a bike and 
the exercise they get from 
riding.” 

In the scientific spin-off de- 
partment, the federal space 
agency's Jet Propulsion Labo- 
ratory, Pasadena, Calif., has 
developed an alarm system 
aimed at keeping small school 
disorders from becoming big 
ones. 

JPL also has come up with a 
computer that keeps school at- 
tendance records which may 
make classroom roll calls as 
obsolete as inkwells iri Ameri- 
can schools. 

The mobile alarm has been 
tested at the John F. Kennedy 
High School in Sacramento, 
Calif. Officials say it has been 
a significant factor in heading 
off major campus trouble. 

Each teacher can alert the 
principal's office by activating 
an ultrasonic device the size of 
a fountain pen. It uses no bat- 
teries and can be operated from 
any place in a building. The 
system can record any number 
of calls for assistance simul- 
tancously. 

It also has provided swift re- 
sponse to accidents, helping a 
student welder whose glove 
caught fire, another whose 
hand was cut by a bandsaw and 
a third who had a epileptic at- 
tack.

And the system is expected to 
save each instructor up to 40 
minutes a day in paper work.

Bi-State Will Ask Grant 
To Cut Fares for Elderly 


The Bi-tSate Development has 
announced plans to file for a 
demonstration grant from the 
Urban Mass Transportation Ad- 
ministration of the Department 
of Transportation for the pur- 
pose of creating a reduced cash 
fare for senior citizens. 

Robert S. Knapp, chairman 
of the Bi-State Board of Com- 
missioners, explained that the 
Bi-State Transit System cur- 
rently offers an off-hour dis- 
count pass which sells for $3 
and is good for unlimited rid- 
ing Monday through Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and at 
any time on Sundays and speci- 
fied holidays. 

He reported that a study 
made last year by Bi-State’s 
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consulting engineers, the W. C. 
Gilman Co., indicated the aver- 
age discount pass user utilized 
the pass for about 12 rides a 
week, making the cost per ride 
only 25 cents. 
Other Cities Have Subsidy 
Knapp added, “This agency 
is well aware that special sen- 
ior citizen fares are now in ef- 
fect ‘in 26 other cities. We also 
are equally aware that in most 
instances either the city or the 
state pays a subsidy to the 
transit operators. 
“Nevertheless, we recognize 
that many of our buses in off- 
peak hours operate with less 
than capacity loads. We also 
realize that many individuals 
on low, fixed incomes do not 
wish to invest $3 in a pass 
which may not be used fully. 
“Therefore, we believe there 
may be a source of untapped 
ridership. Our problem will be 
to determine, if we can, wheth- 
er a simple reduced cash fare 
can be substituted for our 
weekly discount pass without 
substantial loss of reevnue. 
“Our only problem is that, 


| contrary to popular misconcep- 


tion, Bi-State does not receive 
an ‘operating subsidy of any 
kind. Our only income is from 
the fares of our patrons so that 
any ‘loss caused by special 
fares to one group must be re- 
covered by increased fare to 
other riders. 

The legislators of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area were 
instrumental in passing a bill 
permitting the city of Kansas 
City to subsidize their bus serv- 
ice. Had that bill not been 
amended to exclude our Bi- 
State Transit System, which is 
the largest system in the state,

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Legislative Record Viewed as Providing Gov. 
Ogilvie Firm Base to Launch Re-Election Drive

Springfield — It was a good 
legislative session for 
Richard B: Ogilvie. 


The lawmakers gave him 
most of what he sought and 
there were no major rebuffs. 
There were, as usual, some 
compromises — but none which 
seriously affect administration 
policies or programs. 

The governor was able to hold 
to his pledge of no further tax 
increases. There was nothing 
approaching the bitterness of 
the income tax issue of 1969. 

In about every tug-of-war 
with the Democratic legisla- 
tors, Ogilvie came out 
ahead. Even in such hard- 
fought matters as state aid 
to schools and allotments 
for higher education, the 
final figures were closer to 
what the governor recom- 
mended than what the op- 
position sought. 

The highlight of the ses- 
sion, of course, was enact- 
ment of the Ogilvie $900

gram. Here! there must be 

an assist credited to Chica- 

go Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
but in essence it was an 

Ogilvie triumph. 

From a_ political standpoint 
it means Ogilvie can now cam- 
paign for re-election in 1972 as 
@ governor who recognized the 
highway problem and made 
good his 1968 pledge to do some- 
thing about it. 

Also contributing to the in- 
creased stature is the fact that 
the legislature has left the 
state’s financial situation in a 
better condition than it was at 
the convening of the session in 
January. 

Statehouse fears that the 1971 
regular session would end in 
deadlock and precipitate the 
state government into an un- 
precedented financial crisis did 
not materialize. 

However, this danger is like- 
ly to emerge again and fairly 
soon. The legislature did have 
to push expenditures past the 
$1 billion-a-year mark and this 
drain will continue.

next year’s budgetary session of 
the legislature will _ probably:

Ogilvie also scored *im- 
pressively in the concluded 
session on such matters as 
the anti-pollution fight, high- 
way safety and insurance 
progress.

But any Democrat who runs 
against Ogilvie is going to have 
a hard time attacking him on 
his record. It is a good one, and 
even a Democratic-inclinéd leg- 
islature in effect has endorsed 
it. 
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Percy for War Withdrawal Date, Linking Federal Housing and Education Assistance 


Comments by U. S. Senator 
Charles H. Percy, Illinois Re- 
publican, during a news inter- 
view this summer: 

Q. A subject sure to receive 
a great deal of national atten- 
tion is the series of articles in 
The New York Times concern- 
ing various documents that the 
newspaper says have been se- 
cured as a study of the Vietnam 
war by the Pentagon—that is, 
the origin of the war, how we 
got into it, key decisions ‘on 
bombing, disposition of the U. S. 
forces, commitment of U. S. 
forces. 

The first articles in that se- 
ries seems to imply that a great 
many of the facts and the in- 
tentions of the U. S. govern- 
ment in 1964 and 1965 were kept 
from the American people, and 
Senator McGovern has charged 
that there was deception “in 
volved here, 

I wonder what you think 
about the disclosures in these 
documents and what they may 
mean for our future policy? 

PERCY: I think that there is 
no question that a great deal 
was kept from the American 
people. 

I can recall myself saying 
years ago—from the bits and 
pieces of information 1 had— 
that we were carrying on a war 
and waging a war. Everyone 
in the world knew it except the 
American people. 
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They couldn’t hide this fact 
and claim ,security because the 
Communists knew we were en- 
gaged in a war, and yet the 
American people were not told 
that, - 

It’s, quite apparent that 
the exetutive branch of gov- 
ernment did not entrust to 
the elected representatives 
of the people, in Congress, 
information as to what was 
actually being carried on 
when Congress presumably 
had the sole and exclusive 
ability to declare war. 

Q. Well, Senator, do you think 
it will have any effect on future 
American policy? 

In other words, will people 
tend to mistrust anything the 
present administration says, al- 
though these articles deal with 
events that ended in 1968 before 
President Nixon took office? 

PERCY: I think there is al- 
ways skepticism of government, 
but there seems to be a greater 
concern today. 

Recent surveys indicated that 
they did not really believe gov- 
ernment, and I think that goes 
for all levels of government. 
And it goes for all parties, 
Democrat and Republican. 

We have a credibility gap, 
and I think it is incumbent 
upon those of us in public 
office to be as candid as we 
possibly can under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Q. The first reaction from the 
Pentagon has been to ‘suggest 
that an investigation should be 
made into how these documents 
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were obtained by The New York 
Times. Do you think that’s a 
matter that the Defense Depart- 
ment should pursue? 

PERCY: Well, it’s a certainty 
if it was not their intention to 
release the documents and it 
was policy of, say, this admin- 
istration not to do it, and the 
previous administration—if 
someone inside the administra- 
tion breaks that policy, then I 
think the administration has the 
right to find out who it is. 

I’m not sure that there will 
be a gréat deal of sympathy 
from the members of Congress, 
however. It is a separate 
branch of government, many of 
whose members strongly feel 
that Congress should be given 
more information then we actu- 
ally are—and that goes back 
many many years, right through 
the Kennedy and Johnson 
years. 

Q. Well, it brings up the para- 
dox that an administration 
which wants to keep something 
from the public only has to 
label it secret or top secret. 

Then there is no way for 
members of Congress, much 
less the public, to find’ out un- 
less. there is some kind of dar- 
ing leak or public disclosure of 
this kind. 

PERCY: Let me be very spe- 
cific about the kind of problem 
that a public official faces in 
this regard. I was in Vientiane 
and was briefed by the CIA 
there—on the war in Laos. 

I talked to Souvanna Phouma, 
the chief of state. I felt that 
what he said to me—I felt per- 
fectly free to be able to quote, 
because at no time did he say 
I'm saying this to you in confi- 
dence, nor try to put a cloak of 
secrecy over our conversation. 

But, when I accepted a brief- 
ing labeled top secret by the 


CIA, our own’ agency, the fact 
that I accepted that briefing—i 
know there was a war going on, 
I was told that there was a'war 
going on, and yet I felt that I 
could rot disclose that, 

And I’ve discussed. this prob- 
lem with the top level now of 
the CIA. And it’s my feeling 
now that I should exercisse my 
own judgment as to what I feel 
is in the best national interest. 

I think in the future that I 
will try to use that judgment 
with more discretion then I had 
in the past, when I just felt 
that I could say absolutely noth- 
ing about a matter that I felt 
was a vital concern to my own 
constituency and to the country. 
Having accepted the classified 
briefing, I felt that I could dis- 
close nothing of the content of 
that briefing. 

Senator, on the general 
subject of the war, you've said 
that withdrawal should be 
speeded up.- 

As you know, there recently 
have been proposals by Clark 
Clifford to suggest that we set a 
date for withdrawal. Then, if 
the North Vietnamese don’t re- 
lease our prisoners—which is a 
big element—that we cancel the 
withdrawal or delay it. What 
do you think of this proposal. 

PERCY: What I can’t answer 
is whether or not the assuranc- 
es that Clark Clifford has—says 
he has—from the North Vietna- 
mese or from other sources 
that have been in contact with 
the North Vietnamese are 
valid or not. 

He is a man of integrity. I 
cannot believe he would: say 
that unless he had a reasonable 
assurance on that point. 

But I have no first-hand in- 
formation. 

I do believe that—I have 
said some time ago that the 
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Pressident should set a date, 
that he should use that date 
in a public way or a private 
way to try to end this war, 
to stop the attacks being 
made upon our forces as 
they withdraw, and secure 
the release of prisoners. 

I feel just as deeply today, 

in fact more so than I did 

when I made that statement 

months ago, 

Q. Senator, getting back to a 
domestic issue, President Nixon 
made a long statement on hous- 
ing integration and the use of 
federal power or funds to re- 
quire that communities which 
accept federal money or fed- 
eral subsidies in some way, 
make some provision for low- 
income or moderate-income 
housing as a condition of re- 
ceiving that aid. 

Mr. Nixon took the view that 
he would not force any what 
he called economic integration 
of any community. And this in 
context is the suburbs. 

How do you feel about this 
statement and the policy Mr. 
Nixon enunciated last week? 

PERCY: He enunciated a pol- 
icy which you recall he said the 
implementation of it—how it 
was to be implemented—would 
be released by the Justice De- 
partment and by HUD. And I 
have not had a chance to sudy 
the details of that implement- 
ed program yet. 

However, one of two things 
that he said, I support fully. 

He did say we have elemini- 
nated the barbaric type of pub- 
lic housing we have had in the 
past, which was high-rise, con- 
centrated, congested in ghetto 
areas,’ and this is what made 
the ghettos of American urban 
areas today. 

The reason we don't have any 
more is we made it illegal to 
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build high-rise tenements in the 
"68 Housing Act; we wrote into 
it a prohibition of use of fed- 
eral funds to build high rise 
public housing for families with 
children. 

The President, therefore, 
talked about lower-profile hous- 
ing—two or three story housing, 
scatter housing and, I think, if 
you add to that, home owner- 
ship for low-income people, 
we'd find—as in the city of 
Rockford—an acceptance by the 
community for public housing. 

One thing, I think you would 
have to add. The provision that 
I helped write in the appropria- 
tion bill this year; I hope that 
the House adopts it and the 
President will sign it. 

It provides for public housing 
being called federal impacted 
areas. And if every school dis- 
trict that accepts public hous- 
ing will accept and receive fed- 
eral funds to aid and support 
its public schools—if they. do 
that, I think we'll remove the 
resistance to public housing go- 
ing in the communities. 

Resistance is there now be- 
cause people fear that it will 
not be the kind of housing that 
should be built, and that it will 
lower the quality of education 
in the school districts in which 
it appears. 

Q. The problem of racial 
concentration in the cities like 
Chicago, of course, dates long 
before high-rise public housing 
was built; it is primarily a 
segregated neighborhood, 

The question is how are these 
people — black people, in Chi- 
cago’s case—ever going to get 
to the suburbs without some 
kind of assistance, if they are 
in the moderate or low income 


think over a period 

is inevitable that we 
do have a more integrated soci- 
ety. 

So long as industry moves to 
the suburbs, and it has been 
moving steadily to the outlying 
areas around the city, I think 
that people are going to have 
to move with industry. 

It is unrealistic to think that 
a community can attract indus- 
try and then prohibit people 
who work in those industries 
from living anywhere near the 
plant in which they work, 

I think that we will see 
resistance melting away, 
providing we can increase 
the level of education, in- 
crease the quality of public 
housing that goes in, and 
not have high-rise public 

* housing. And also provide 
educational assistance for 
areas that will accept public 
housing. 

Q. Senator, on political terms 
—on the matter, you kind of 
endorsed Governor Ogilvie for 
re-election in the Senate the 
other day. 

Do you think he’s—is this the 
opening of his campaign? Is he 
going to run again? 

PERCY: Well, I didn’t en- 
dorse him because I was speak- 
ing in the Senate, and I don’t 
give political speeches of that 
type on the Senate floor. 

What I did say was that 
Governor Ogilvie has been 
called by many of his critics 
probably one of the best 
governors this state has 
ever had. They say he’s 
done some of the right 
things, but he’ll never get 
re-elected because he im- 
posed the income tax. 

I simply told my col- 
leagues in the Senate that I 
felt that this statement un- 
derestimated the intelli- 
gence of the American 
voter. Particularly, I would 
say, my own constituents in 
Illinois. I don’t think they’re 
going to ask for services 
and then penalize the man 
who provided them.

for them. And when we see 
those services come through, I 
think that, just as Governor 
Rockefeller was re-elected, that 
we had to impose taxes.

Mobile Home Living Is 


Increasingly

The appeal of carefree living, 
Jow costs, and warm congen- 
jality is motivating increasing 
thousands of persons to move 
into a mobile home community. 
Many inquiries in’ recent weeks 
have related to this popular 
way of life. 

Several readers asked why 
there are so few mobile home 
communities, in view of the 
strong interest. The answer pri- 
marily centers on) economics 
and zoning. 

The high cost of land makes 
most desirable land parcels un- 
feasible for mobile home park 
development. 

This is especially true today 
with the trend toward larger 
coaches, which require larger 
sites, and demand for more 
recreational and social facili- 
ties. 

Zoning is always a problem. 
Few well-located areas are 
ready-zoned for mobile home 
developments. 

It’s difficult to obtain 
needed rezoning, since there 
is still substantial public 
resistance to what used to 
be termed “trailer parks.” 

However, most of today’s 
large and complete mobile 
home communities are in 
sharp contrast to the old 
concept. 

One reader complained of a 
newly imposed ‘$1,000 fee” 
charged by the developer-owners 
when a coach is sold within 
their park. “Is this legal? If so, 
it’s at least very unfair,” the 
resident wrote, 

The new intrapark require- 
ment lis probably quite legal. 
Such details are usually 
worked out by attorneys to be 
legally sound. 

The ever-rising curve of taxes 
and other costs are underlying 
reasois for such reyenue- 
producing methods in most 
cases. 

“It’s a matter of either rais- 
ing rents for our coach sites or 
finding other means to meet 
our costs,” one major park 
owner-operator reasoned.

Governor Outlines Planned Transportation Improvements 


iy GOV. RICHARD 
B. OGILVIE 


When the Illinois Senate was 
voting in the closing days of the 
session on the transportation 
bills, I had important visitors 
in my office. 

So I had to turn off the loud- 
speaker which carries the pro- 
ceedings of the Senate. Instead 
of listening, I turned my atten- 
tion to my visitors. 

But I told my secretary: 

“Keep track of the vote, 
and bring me a note the 
minute the bills pass.” 

She did so shortly, and I felt 
like a manager whose team has 
just won the Series—while he 
was tied up elsewhere. 

That’s how much store I put 
by the bills, which I. am con- 
vinced mean a new era of pros- 
perity for Illinois. 

I continued with the meeting, 
but the moment I was done I 
left the office. 

I went in search of legisla- 
tive leaders of both parties, and 
when I found them I expressed 
my admiration and gratitude 
for their success in negotiating 
passage of the bills. 

Under our new Consttiution, a 
three-fifths affirmative vote 
was required—an obvious im- 
possibility in the evenly divided 
General ‘Assembly if senators 
and representatives voted a 
partisan position. 

In the months of negotia- 
tions which ‘preceded final 
passage, reporters kept ask- 
ing me: “Do you think the 
transportation bills will 
pass?” 

T must have worn them out 
with my cheerful and optimistic 
answers. 

Well, I was optimistic, partly 
because that’s my nature and 
partly because I was convinced 
that the soundness of the pro- 
gram would be recognized. 

The program is balanced for 
all sections of the state and for 
all forms of transportation. 

It is comprehensive in its 
scope. And it will make a mas- 
sive start on some long unmet 
needs. 


Briefly, the bills do the 
following: 

1. Create a new Department 
of Transportation on Jan. 1 to 
direct comprehensive planning 
and execution of all major 
transportation needs of the 
state. 

2. Provide $600 million in 
bond funds to begin construc- 
tion of the nearly 2,000 miles of 
new freeways which are vital 
to supplement the interstate 
routes already established in 
the state. 

3. Make available $200 mil- 
lion for all forms of mass trans- 
it—bus lines, commuter rail- 
roads and inter-city railroad 
passenger service. 

4, Create a pool of $100 mil- 
lion to aid in airport develop- 
ments throughout the state. 

The element of balance is 
seen both in the statewide 
scope of the bills and in 
their application to different 
forms of transportation. 

I' think there is also a strong 
element of fairness in the bills, 
in that gas taxes will pay off 
the $600 million in bonds for 
roads, while general revenues 
will support ‘the other $300 mil- 
lion in bonds. 

A few critics have complained 
that we are “saddling our chil- 
dren with huge debts that can- 
not be paid.”” 

If we all followed that 
line of reasoning, we would 
save for years and pay 
cash for our homes, so as 
to avoid being in debt. 

We need the roads and air- 
port developments and transit 
aid now—just as young families 
need homes. 

‘And what we will buy with 
the $900 million can be ex- 
pected to serve our children 
long after the bonds have been 
repaid. 

Two years ago, the General 
Assembly approved an increase 
in the tax on gasoline to fund 
the $2 billion program to build 
the supplemental freeway sys- 
tem. 

That program—to my great 


disappointment—was killed by 


Special Signal Lights 
At Local Canal Locks 


The U. S. Corps of Engineers 
has installed special signal 
lights at four Mississippi river 
boating areas that rank among 
the most heavily used by Illi- 
nois watercraft operators, Hen- 
ry N. Barkhausen, director of 
the state Department of Con- 
servation, has announced. 

The rapid-flashing, high in- 
tensity blue and white strobe 
lights are designed to assist in 
directing traffic through locks 
and dams, Barkhausen  report- 
ed. 

They are in use at dams and 
locks 24 through 27, at Clarks- 
ville and Winfield, Mo.,° and 
Alton and Granite City, Ill., re- 
spectively. 

Old System Confusing 

Barkhausen said the equip- 
ment was installed as a safety 
measure following » nunierous 
boater complaints about the 
lockage signal system.) Critics 
said the system was confusing 
as to when small craft could 


safely enter a lock, especially 


when 
area. 

Barkhausen said the new 
lights will complement, not re- 
place, the existing signals. They 
can be found in the following lo- 
catiors at the four sites: 

Dam-Lock 24 and 25—on the 
landwall, immediately below the 
red, amber and green signal 
lights which are adjacent to the 
locks. 

Dam-Lock 26—on the river- 
wall, about 300 feet above the 
lock at the facility’s upper end 
and on the handrail near the 
end of the riverwall at the 
lock’s lower end. 

Granite City Lock 27—on the 
intermediate wall, on poles di- 
rectly above the upper lift gates 
and adjacént-to the Ipwer lock 
gate. Arrows route tkaffic. 

Barkhausen said all small 
craft will be signaled for entry 
to the locks only by means of 
the new strobe lights. All other 
lockage procedures, signals and 
regulations will be unchanged.

She will also study 
cultural differences in gestures 
of blind infants in the United 
States and Mexico. 

Miss Lapinski hopes her re- 
search will indicate means of 
helping blind and deaf children 
retain their ability to communi- 
cate by non-verbal means. 

A graduate of the University 
of Missouri, Miss Lapinski, 25, 
is a graduate student in the UCI 
School of Social Sciences. As a 
teaching assistant, she has de- 
signed and taught a course in 
non-verbal communication.

New Salem--Where Lincoln Fell in 
Love, Ran Store, Selected Career 


Independence Day focuses 
thoughts primarily on foufding 
fathers like Thomas Jefferson. 
Our thinking this year, ‘how- 
ever, dealt with President 
Abraham Lincoln, probably the 
No. 1 or No. 2 hero of the na- 
tion that celebrated its 195th 
birthday this week. 

We spent the Fourth of July 
at Springfield and New Salem 
State Park visiting some of the 
principal memorials in Ilinois, 
official “Land of Lincoln.” 

Many local school classes 
visit these shrines on field trips 
each spring. 

The New Salem park 20 miles 
northwest of Springfield is re- 
garded by some as the most 
impressive of all Lincoln memo- 
rials in Illinois. It is, reached 
from Springfield by a somewhat 
crowded, two-lane highway, 
State Route 97. 

On the original New Salem 
site overlooking the Sangamon 
River, Illinois has reproduced 
with great authenticity the vil- 
lage where Lincoln first left his 
imprint on recorded history. It 
is open to the public without 
charge from 6 a.m, to 6 p.m. 
daily. 

The six years Lincoln. spent 
in the rustic, hilltop community 
formed a turning point in his 
career, 

From a gangling, raw-boned 
youth of 22 who came to the 
village in 1831 with no definite 
objectives, he became a man 
of plirpose, embarking in 1837 
on a career of law and states- 
manship. 

Never attracting a population 
of more than 100, New Salem 
was dominated by combination 
home and business structures. 
The stores served farmers and 
other residents of the surround- 
ing area. 

It was in this village that 
Lincoln gained the nickname 
of “Honest Abe.” 

As a store clerk and pro- 
prietor, he would walk many 
miles to correct a merchan- 
dise order or to return to 
the buyer excess pennies 
charged by error. 

He became postmaster, 
and it was from New Salem 
that he was first elected to 
the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, in 1834, He moved to 
Springfield in 1837, remain- 
ing there until his election to 
the presidency in 1861. 

As the passing years added 
to Linco]n’s stature among fig- 
ures in (history, they changed 
the significance, and importance 
of New Salem+and placed the 
state park later developed there 
among the leading historic 
shrines of America. 

Infinite labor’ and endless ré 
search characterized the re-cr 
ation of ‘the village. 

Although it appears much like 
it did nearly a century and a 
half ago, there are such modern 
touches as individual head-sets 
—rented at 50”cents to adults 
and 25 cents to children—which 
put a tourist in radio touch with 
each building he approaches. 

‘These small sending stations, 
whose signals fade out a few 
feet away from the building, 
provide a recorded commentary 
repeated throughout the day. 
‘The recordings are enhanced by 
appropriate music, sound effects 
and dramatic scenes. 

Young Abraham Lincoln not 
only clerked in stores there but 
chopped wood, enlisted and 
fought in the Black Hawk War, 


served as’ a deputy surveyor, 
failed in business with the 
Berry-Lincoln Store and ran un- 
successfully for the state legis- 
lature in 1832. 

His election loss, preceding 
a successful try for the Ilinois 
House of Representatives two 
years later, set the pattern for 
future years, when he lost a 
U. S. Senate race to Stephen 
Douglas before defeating the 
same candidate for the office 
of President, 

The six years that Lin- 
coln spent in New Salem 
encompasses its principal 
history, Although growing 
and thriving when he . 
reached there in 1831, it was 
only several years old. 

In 1839— just two years 
after he left to practice law 
and advance himself in poli- 
tics — the county seat was 
established at Petersburg, 
two miles to the north. From 
that point on, New Salem 
declined rapidly. 

The village entered a period 
of decay and neglect. While it 
settled into dust and disuse, the 
Lincoln legend grew. 

As the image of Lincoln be- 
came brighter in the nation’s’ 
consciousness, interest returned 
to the deserted location of six 
of his formative years. 

In 1906, William Randolph 
Hearst arrived to lecture at the 
Old Salem Chautauqua near 
Petersburg. He became inter- 
ested in preservation of the New 
Salem site and bought Jit, trans- 
ferring it in trust to the Chau- 
tauqua Association. 

This action is regarded as the 
key initial step toward re-cre- 
ating the time-ravaged village 

In 1917, the Old Salem Lin- 
coln League was formed in 


“ Petersburg to carry on research 


and keep alive the interest in 
New Salem. In 1918, with 
Hearst’s consent, the land was 
transferred to the state of IIli- 
nois. The following year, it be- 
came a state park. 

Public awareness of the park 
grew steadily and visitors from 
all. over the nation arrived in 
ever-increasing numbers. 

In 1931, the General Assembly 
appropriated $50,000 for perma- 
nent improvements to the park, 
and construction of cabins was 
begun. The cornerstone for the 
first of the reconstruction build- 
ings, the Berry-Lincoln Store, 
was put into place on Nov. 17, 
1932. 

One of the structures is 
the same in its entirety as 
it originally existed. The 
others involve varying de- 
grees of restoration. All con- 
tain furniture and household 
goods matching those in use 
in the 1830s. 

The original building is 
the Onstot cooper (cask 
making) shop. Built in 1835, 
it was moved to Petersburg 
in 1840, being returned to 
New Salem in 1922 by the 
Lincoln League. 

It was in this shop that 
Lincoln studied by the light 
of a fire made from the 
cooper’s wood shavings. 

New Salem was where Lin- 
coin met and courted Ann Rut- 
ledge, described as attractive, 
blonde and blue-eyed. Nothing 


“came of their friendship be- 


cause she became ill and died 
at the age of 22. 

The Rutledge tavern, a school,

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‘Yes’ Vote Saturday Urged on No-Tax Plan 
To Build Second Granite City High School 


Residents of the Granite City community 
unit school district are being called on by school 
officials to vote between noon and 7 p.m. Sat- 
urday, July 10, on constructing a second high 
school instead of the combination grade school 
and junior high school proposed at the time of 
the 1968 bond issue election. We suggest a 
“Yes'’ vote. 


The ballot question is, ‘Shall the Board of 
“Education of Community School: District No. 9, 
Madison County, Ill., build and equip a new 
senior high school north of Maryville Road be- 
tween its intersection with Route 203 and Mor- 
rison Road instead of building and equipping a 
new elementary school and junior high school 
as authorized by vote of the electors on Dec. 7, 
1968, and without the use of additional bonds 
or the levy of additional taxes?" 

Supt. B. J. Davis notes that “‘at the -time 
the bond issue was presented for approval, we 
had been experiencing rapid yearly enrollment 
growth, It was determined that the immediate 
needs were two elementary buildings and a 
junior high, with the junior high and elementary 
school to be built on the Wein tract designed 
so that they could be converted to a second 
high school. when the enrollment required a 
change.

In the cobbler's shop there 
are awls, lasts and raps; in the 
tavern, old kitchen utensils and 
tableware; and in the store: 
calico bolts, implements, jars 
and retail items typical of the 
times. 

A walking tour of the vil- 
lage gives insight into the 
environment from which 
Lincoln launched a govern- 
ment service career des- 
tined to have tremendous 
impact on the United States 
and the world. 

The Great Emancipator is 
better understood as a man 
after one sees New Salem, 
where life was challenging 
and rigorous but where the 
people were boisterous and 
friendly. | 
It was his first experience in 

community living, in getting 
along, with people. 

He had neighbors. Half the 
women in town fed him—and 
mended his pants and shirts in 
return for baby tending or a 
good yarn. 

He tried many ways of earn- 
ing a living, concluding that he 
was no businessman. But he 
learned that he would rather 
work with his mind than with 
his hands and muscles. 

From New Salem, Lincoln 
went to the state capital, Van- 
dalia, attired in a $60 suit made 
by a Springfield tailor, with the 
rest of a $200 loan tucked in his 
pocket. 

He quickly established him- 
self. among the legislators as an 
able thinker, a man of ideas. 
The rest, as they say, is history. 
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His Kfe- spanned all but six years of the 
municipality's history. 

He held public office for more than a 
quarter of a century, including service on) the 
City Council and Granite City Housing Author- 
ity. He also was a veteran railroad engineer 
and was a leader in railroad union programs. 

His many contributions to the welfare of 
fellow workers and citizens will be long remem- 
bered.

Political Bosses Filled Vacuum 
In Municipal ‘Power Structure’

The necessity of organized 
government to control the af- 
fairs of man can be explained 
in a number of ways. 

One of the shortest, and most. 
brutal, observations was that of 
the philosopher Immanuel Kant: 

“The difficulty . . . is 
that man is an animal, and 
if he lives among others of 
his kind, he needs a master 
. + « His own selfish disposi- 
tion leads him, wherever he 
can, to put himself above 
the law.” 

As the cities of the nation 
grew in size beyond the expec- 
tations of the Founding Fathers, 
the governmental structure de- 
signed primarily for a rural 
society was severely overtaxed. 

Until relatively recent re- 
forms, the governing bodies in 
such cities as New York, Chi- 
cago, Memphis, Boston, Kan- 
sas City and more than a score 
of other metropolitan communi- 
ties failed to cope with the 
needs of the people, both the 
middle class and the poor. 
Many of the latter were immi- 
grants. 

To fill the vacuum, politi- 

cal bdsses assumed power. 

They may have had some 
claim to political leader- 
ship. But for the most part 
they bypassed government 
or manipulated public offi- 
cials. 

They ran the cities, and 
in many cases state party 
organizations. 

They often were the links, 
between the national politi- 
cal party and the voter. 
Some historians paint a pic- 

ture of The Boss as cynically as 
the cartoonist Thomas Nast did 
of “Boss” W. M. Tweed, the 
man who controlled New York's 
Tammany Hall in the late 19th 
Century. 

Theodore W. Cousins, in his 
book ‘Politics and Political 
Governments in America,” says 
this of the political boss: 

“It seems to be the nec- 
essary characteristic of the 
boss that he rufes rather 
than leads. His methods are 
those of command. 

“His punishments generally 
consist in the political decapita- 
tion ‘of delinquents. 

“And like the official head of 
the party (which the boss some- 
times is sometimes is not), he 
is mainly or almost exclusively 
concerned with patronage and 
spoils. 

“Contrast with this the atti- 
tude of the leader, whose chief 
aim is to carry through his 
program .. .” 

Some: political leaders look 
upon bossism from a different 
slant. 

James A. Farley has known 
all brands of the political ani- 
mal from the precinct worker 
and ward boss to presidents. 

Until Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ran for a third time and split 
with Farley, the latter was per- 
haps as close politically as any 
man to the President. His as- 
sessment of The Boss was more 
sympathetic. 

“This is the point I want to 
make to you,” Farley wrote 
Copley News Service, “that the 
word ‘corrupt’ is supposed to 
describe the Big Boss system 
underneath. Well, this is in part 
true, I suppose. 

“But the Big Boss ‘corrup- 
tion’. was really humanitarian 
underneath so far as the poor 
working immigrant family was 
concerned. 


“The Big Boss certainly made 
deals with the public utilities 
companies, but part of that deal 
was for more jobs for his work- 
ing people.” 

Farley, as he himself states, 
was acquainted with all the po- 
litical bosses over a half-century 
or more as a loyal Democratic 
Party worker. 

“T knew all of them who were 
active during the years of my 
political activity and I’knew the 
bosses who were active prior to 
my reaching a position of im- 
portance in state and national 
politics,” Farley sai 

If bosses are as ‘dead as a 
dodo bird,” in the words of 
former Republican National 
Chairman Leonard Hall, and if 
their very existence was ques- 
tioned always, what opened the 
door for them? ' 

Historian and governmental 
theorist Austin F. MacDonald 
wrote a quarter-century ago 
that “defective theories are re- 
sponsible for a great deal of 
defective American city govern- 
ments. 

He said that the men who 
framed city charters based 
their work on such concepts as 
majority rule, ‘frequent elec- 
tions, and small salaries.” 

Small urban communities 
of the Revolutionary War 
dimes grew to large cities. 

But the same checks and 
balances built into the state 
constitutions were intro- 
duced with a minimum of 
success in the cities. 

“The result of this care- 
fully planned system of 
checks and balances was 
magnificent inaction,” wrote 
McDonald in his book 
“American City Govern- 
ment and Administration.” 
Mayors had little real author- 

ity 

The two-house system often 
paralyzed the city governments 
who were the closest contacts 
with the people. 

As industrial demands brought 
laborers and immigrants to the 
cities, the political bosses 
stepped in and performed many 
of the functions that should 
have been governmental. 

The spoils were great, but the 
boss at least did something for 
his people, argues Farley. 

Gradually, there have been 
reforms. 

The mayors have more power 
in many cities operated under 
the’ direction of a professional 
city manager or administrator. 

Elections in many 
stances are non-partisan, 

Even in New York City, 
where Tammany Hall ruled 
for almost a century, Mayor 
John Lindsay was reelected 
in 1969 after losing the Re- 
publican primary. 

Lindsay says there is a dis- 
tinction between city goyern- 
ment, in which he foresees co- 
alition politics predominating, 
and national politics, in which 
he says the two major parties 
will continue to control the 
presidency. 

Lindsay and hundreds of 
mayors throughout the country 
believe the problems of cities 
are so acute that partisan poli- 
tics is out of the question. 

The candidate for high office 
can no longer be a politician, 
GOP. spokesman Leonard Hall 
argues, 

The voter today is independ- 
ent. Guessing what he will do is 
a hazardous vocation for any 
state, national or local party 
official, as well as the pollsters.

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which includes $32 million for

Recreation in this region 
made news with the an- 
mouncement of the East- 
West Gateway Cordinating 
Councils five-year park 
plan. 

The plan, which calls for 
the development of 12 parks 
in the three-county Illinois 
region, covers a_ broad 
range from the 5,000-acre 
Horseshoe Lake park to the 
200-acre East St. Louis wa- 
terfront development and a 
327-acre nature preserve at 
Fults in Monroe County. 

City parks for Cahokia 
and 0’Fallon are proposed, 
along with bigger parks in 
rural areas, In all, the total 
land to be acquired amounts 
to approximately 11,000 land 
acres and 2,000 water acres 
at a cost of $9 to $i0 mil- 
lion. 
In area college news, Monti- 

cello College officially turned 
over its furnishings, tools and 
teaching equipment to the Lewis 
and Clark Community College 
Board of Trustees. The biggest 
item in the transfer, being made 
without cost to the tax-support- 
ed Lewis and Clark District 536, 
is Monticello’s 29,000-volume li- 
brary, estimated to be worth 
more than $500,000. 

In Lebanon, McKendree Col- 
lege announced a total of $100,- 
345 has been collected in its 
fund-raising campaign. The 
overall goal of $300,000 repre- 
sents 14% of the college’s oper- 
ating budget for the fiscal year 
that ended June 30. 

Consideration of bills au- 
thorizing the use of state 
tax revenues to guarantee 
construction of an exposition 
and performing arts hall in 
this area has been postponed 
until fall. 

Sponsoring Senator Sam 
Vadalabene, (D, Edwards-

The hospital, which is still in 
the planning stage, is to be built 
by Southern Illinois Health Fa- 
cilities, Inc., a non-profit) cor- 
poration formed last fall by 
merging the St. Clair Hospital 
Association and Madison County 
hospital associations. It is to be 
located at the intersection of 
Routes 159 and 162 between Col- 
linsville and Edwardsville. 

Congressman Melvin Price 
dedicated the new wing of the 
Wood River Township Hospital. 
The wing, which cost $2,682,523, 
doubles the patient capacity of 
the original hospital and fea- 
tures three emergency rooms, a 
physical therapy department 
and two dental offices. 

Part of the hospital improve- 
ments include emergency pow- 
er facilities, expansion of the 
cafeteria and a new auditorium, 
which was added to the first 
floor of the original building. 


Five planning and admin-

Rural Road ‘Hypnosis’ 


Springfield—Rural letter car- 
riers could become “targets for 
those drivers who think the 
basic safety precautions don’t 
apply on rural roads, or who 
assume nobody else is on the 
road because usually nobody 
is,” Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis warned Wednesday. 

In a talk at the 75th anniver- 
sary convention of the Rural 
Letter Carriers’ Association of 
Illinois, Lewis asked for the 
group’s support of the state’’s 
traffic safety program, adding 
that the association and the 
secretary of state’s office have 
a mutual interest in safety on 
the roads. 

There seems to be a “special 
kind of hypposis” which affects 
drivers who do almost all of 
their driving on the less-used 
roads, he said. 

“They become accustomed to 
having the road to themselves 
most of the time, and they be- 
come careless about such things 
as speed, stop signs, proper 
lane usage, turning maneuvers 
and other safety practices,” 
Secretary Lewis said. 

“Most important of all, being 
alone on the road most of the 
time seems to hypnotize them 
into thinking that this is a 
permanent condition, and they 
fail to notice other vehicles 
when they appear.” 

Driver Is Key Factor 

Expressing his disapproval of 
a growing attitude that safety 


efforts should ignore the driver, 
and concentrate on highway 
construction and safer vehicles, 
Lewis said he believes the driv- 
er is the “most important part 
of the picture, and in Illinois, 
we have not forgotten the prob- 
lem of the driver.” 

He cited the state’s driver’s 
license law, cooperation from 
courts in reporting convictions 
for traffic law violations to the 
secretary of state, the re-exam- 
ination program for all drivers 
and the high school driver edu- 
cation program. 

Lewis urged the rural car- 
riers to support “the new con- 
cept in Illinois that traffic safe- 
ty education should begin at the 
grade school level.”

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$19 Million Service 
Tax Refunds to Begin

Springfield — Refunds are ex- 
pected to begin going out 
“soon” to persons who have 
filed claims for return of sales 
taxes paid on certain service 
categories oh which the tax was 
later held unconstitutional. 

Arnold Lasky, in the Revenue 
Department, said the deadline 
has passed for filing claims for 
refunds on sales taxes paid on 
repairs, printing and the graph- 
ic arts, by sellers of prescrip- 
tion drugs and special tool and 
machinery producers. 

However, claims are being 
accepted now on tobacco prod- 
uct sales taxes, which were 
also thrown out by the courts, 
Lasky said. 

Reimbursements are not be- 
ing handled by the state Reve- 
nue Department, but by the 
American National Bank and 
Trust of Chicago, which holds 
the protest fund and which was 
designated by the courts to ad- 
minister the reimbursements. 

Something over $19 million 
has been authorized for refunds 
on the service sales tax, with 
an additional amount to be re- 
paid on tobacco products taxes. 

Persons wishing to claim re- 
funds, or secure additional in- 
formation, may contact Perry 
Callas at the American Nation- 
al Bank and Trust, according to 
Revenue Department  spokes- 
men. 

The Illinois General Assem- 
bly in 1967 extended the sales 
tax to the contest areas, but the 
move was held unconstitutiional 
by the Illinois Supreme Court 
in 1968. 

In a ruling last month, the 
Illinois Supreme Court ap- 
proved refunding of the $19 
million which had been held by 
the bank in the protest fund 
after the initial unconstitutional 
ity ruling. 

The Supreme Court action in 
effect upheld the ruling by the 
Cook County Circuit Court 
which had called for the re- 
funds. The lower court had 
ruled that $19 million of the $39 
million which had accumulated 
in the fund should be returned 
because that was approximate- 
ly the amount of money col- 
lected in the tax on the services.
